London. Oct. 8.—The declaration of 


war on Turkey reported from Cettinje to 
have been made today by the little king- 
dom of Montenegro forestalled the ac- 
tion of the. European power* in favor of 
peace by only a few houri. 


The ambassadors 
at Constantinople 


and thc ministers at the capittls of Bul- 
garia, Servia. Greece and Montenegro 
had been instructed to make represent*- 
tions on behalf of their governments this 
morning and a dispatch from Belgr»d« 
affirms that their program had been car- 
ried out there. 


It is feared genertlly in diplomatic 


quarters here that the action Montene- 
gro has precipitated and the fighting re- 
ported to have taken place between 
Turkish and Montenegrin troops on the 
frontier will tend to frustrate the efforts 
of diplomacy. 


It is thought likely that other Balkan 


states may decide to follow the lead of 
Montenegro and throw their armies into 
Turkey. 


Cause of the Crisis. 


The situation of the Christians in Al- 


bania and Macedonia and the demand oi 
the Balkan states that those provinces 
should be grained autonomous govern- 
ment are tiiu main causes of the crisis 
Dispatches from Constantinople receive^ 
here during thc night say that militarj 
patrols were going round' the city requi 
sitioning all thc nurses.

infected as to prevent odors from same 
reaching bakerj1. 


S. Methods of distribution such as to 


protect bakery products from contamina- 
tion between the oven and the home. 


P. A health certificate, showing free- 


dom of all employes from skin diseases, 
tuberculosis, venereal and other con- 
tagious diseases. Spitting and the use 
of tobacco in the bakery prohibited. 


10. Employes of bakeries should be 


properly clothed in clean sanitary cloth-. 
ing.

from the car shortage-situation, which is not only hamper 
ing business but in the case of fuel supply at least is likcl 
to cause actual physical suffering,, the interesting disco\ 
erv is made that in many of the seaport cities are thou 
sands of cars loaded with shipments fur export that hav 
been held for periods varying from thirty to sixty day 
-In and about New York, it is said, are more than 10,UU 
freight cars tied up in this fashion. This situation is mat 
possible by the existence of a peculiar mlc that needs in 
mediate ovcrtumiu!?. On shipments for local delivery 
Xew York as well as in Fort Wayne and other cities tl 
use of the cars after arrival is permitted for but two da; 


• without the payment of demurrage charges. If, howcvi 
the contents of the cars are to be transshipped by ho; 
'either coastwise or foreign, no demurrage.charges atta 
until after the expiration of sixty days. If boat facilities 
;are not immediately available then, or conditions do not 
seem exactly propitious to the exporter, he is permitted 
to allow his goods to remain in the cars, putting them out 
'of commission for sixty days, without the necessity ot 
'either removing them to warehouses or paying demurrage, 
rental on the cars. With conditions normal and an ade- 
quatc supply of cars available to care forHhe country s 
business, perhaps the general public has no right to com- 
plain of the rule of the transportation companies in tins 
particular situation. When, however, it contributes so 
largely to a general congestion of freight and a failure to 
distribute the coal supply to a large section of the eoun- 
,tiT it is a matter in which the people have a very distinct 
right to be heard. The interstate commerce commission is 
'to make an investigation, and will unquestionably inter- 
vene against a condition that is rapidly becoming serious.

He was here under 
h« auspices of the International Bible 
Students' association. The lecture was 
ret and no collection taken. Qitte a 
number of those attending were from 
Auburn and Lima. The lecturer spoke 
'or two hours and .was firen a close 
and interested hearing, eipmslng the 
wlief that we are now on the verge of 
''.he new era.t 


He took for his te*t "God shall wipe 


away all tears from their eyes; and 
;here shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying; neither shall there 
x any more pain."—Rev. xx:4, and af- 
*r his introductory words he traced the 
origin ofthe creeds, declaring when the 
apostles had fallen asleep in death in 
various quarters, there arose bishops 
who claimed to be successors of the 
apostles with similar authority and di- 
vine inspiration. Bibles, were scarce and 
very costly. Bible study was, therefore, 
impossible. 
The bishop-apostles 
told 


the people what 
to believe. 
When 


jradtmlly their teachings clashed, apos- 
*.olic councils were called and the bishops 
in 
council 
formulated 
the 
creeds, 


gradually truth was lost sight of and 
NTor took its place on many subjects. 
How serious was the deflection of a 
thousand years can well be imagined! 
The pastor did not . claim that the 
bishops and councils had intentionally 
perverted the truth, but that neglect- 
ing the standards of .lesiis and 
the 


apostles had been the source of their 
difficulty. 


The reformation movement, he said, 


hail been a blessing to both Catholics 
and Protestants—to the entire civilized 
world—as shown in the fact that our 
heads and hearts are more just and 
more loving than were those of our 
forefathers 
in the "dark ages"—evi- 


denced by the fact that we no longer 
tolerate burning lit the stake, or the 
rack, or thumb-screw, or cutting out the 
tongue by the root, etc. The nearly six 
hundred protestaut sects represent" just 
th.it many endeavors to get back to the 
light of the first century. The difficulty 
with all of them has been that they 
were not sufficiently radical. Instead o'f 
trying to patch up the errors of four- 
teen centuries, they should have cast 
away 
all 
human 
creeds 
and 
have 


promptly returned to the bible story. 
Indeed, they evidently intended so to 
do, but, alas! each, acct read the bible 
through its colored spectacles and thus 
unintentionally perverted the word of 
God and hindered themselves from see- 
ing its true beauty. We must receive 
the light of God's word into pure hearts 
if we would appreciate it. If any pas- 
sage seems dark we must seek the light 
upon it, not from the ."dark ages," but 
from another portion of the bible it- 
self. 


Beyond the Grave. 


And then -turning to the subject of 


his lecture Pastor Russell 
said that 


"Beyond the Grave.'' in' the broad mean- 
ing of that expression, means, beyond 
the curse—beyond 
the 
period of the 


reign of Bin and death—in 
the time 


mentioned by our text-, when there shall 
be no more death, sorrow or pain. 


The inauguration of Messiah's king- 


dom -will not witness instantly a con- 
dition on earth equal to that in heaven, 
but the thousand 
years of Messiah's 


reign, we are told, will bring about that 
condition—will completely stamp out 
sin and, abolish death and.uplift human- 
ity from the dominion of sin and death— 
as many as are willing and obedient— 
the' remainder to be destroyed in the 
second death without hope of recovery. 


The new dispensation to be inaugu- 


rated by Messiah at his second coming 
is figuratively termed a new heaven and 
a new earth in our context. 
The pres- 


ent heavens and the prescut earth will 
flee away in the sense that these terms 
represent the present spiritual and ec- 
clesiastical powers (heavens) and the 
present social order (earth.) to be fol- 
lowed by the new heavens 
find new 


earth wherein dwclleth righteousness. 


All the works Of the flesh and of the 


devil will be brought under control. The 
darkness of error will give place to the 
light of divine truth. 
The knowledge 


of the glory of God shall fill the whole 
earth. Every knee shall bow and every 
tongue confess to the glory of God. for 
the unwilling and the disobedient will, 
as corruptors of the earth, be destroyed! 
The earth iteclf will yield her increase 
and become Paradise restored, world- 
wide the human family will be uplifted 
by the knowledge and the assistance 
granted them by the glorious Saviour 
and His glorious church—the .assistance 
coming 
through 
earthly 
channels- 


teachers who 
will be raised up and 


who will be in continued communication 
with the invisible Christ. 


The effect of all this will be exactly 


what is stated in our text. Messiah as 
the representative of the Father will 
shower Divine blessings upon our race.

Washington, Oct. 8.—When the inter- 


state commerce commission begins its ad- 
journed hearing on express rates the ex- 
press companies of the country will enter 
on a fight for life. The companies fore- 
see their possible extinction in the atti- 
tude of the commission toward them. 


The commission's order, issued early in 


the summer, directs the express corn- 
panic* to show cause why their rates 
should not be reduced to the figures car- 
ried in the order, which are, en the 
smaller packages, between 30 and 40 per 
cent, lower than those now in exis^-nee. 
The hearings will be'had on October 9, 
10, 11 and 12. 


Franklin I>. Kane, the convmissioner 


who has been handling the express cases, 
is even less impressed with' the argu- 
ments made by the companies than any 
of his colleagues. 


A few years ago the Wells Fargo com- 


pany declared a 300 per cent, stock divi- 
dend. 
The commission's investigations 


and testimony of reputable 
witnesses 


show that there is little money, invested 
in the business, all these great profits 
having been extorted from the public 


I without any risk or outlay, to speak of, 
by the stockholders. 


Parcels Post Obttacle. 


The express companies have another 


obstacle to overcome. That is the par- 
cels post law, which becomes effective 
January 1. That statute puts into effect 


i packages weighing less than eleven 
ouJtds rates that are low in comparison 
ith those charged by the companies. It 
ill be possible for merchants in cities 
send one pound parcels within the free 


elivery limits for five cents. 
Such a 


ackage will be carried for fifty miles 
or that sum. 


Big shippers have had express rates 
radically aa low as that for many 
cars. They are known as "undcr-the- 
ounter" rates and the big shippers are 
le only ones that have known about 
lera. The average agent has not known 
f their existence. 
Hereafter, no matter whether 
tho 


luch lower rates suggested by the com- 
mission are made effective or not, every 


iiipper will be given the same ratt 
nder tho same conditions, or somebody 
nil go to jail. 


Should the companies decide to meet 
lie rates made by the government the 
ommission will take it as a' confession 
hat the rates iir; high enough to pay 
omething over the bare out-of-pocket 
ost of carrying packages. 


The under-the-counter rates long ago 


iut a serious dent in the proposition that 
here is no money in carrying a package 
or anything less tlian the Customary 
:wo-bit fee. 


Working With Postoffics. 


There is no secrecy about the fact that 


,he commissioner and the postoffice of-' 
icials have been working together in this 
natter. Mr. Lane told the express com- 
mnies that it was a question whether 
:hey would reform-their business or have 
t wiped out by the establishment of a 
complete parcels, post system. It was 
;hat presentation that brought them to 
an agreement with Lane for the appoint- 
ment of committees to co-operate with 
rim in framing rules and regulations. 


The scale of rates proposed was the 


work of rate experts in the commission 
and the postoflice department. The laSt 
mentioned produced the clerk who fig-, 
ured out the system of making rates by 
zones, and it was his system that was 
employed in making the rates for the 
parcels post, which, on short distances 
and small packages, proposes rates much 
lower than those proposed for the 
ex- 


press companies by the' commission. 


On .the larger packages' and for the 
_ 


greater distances—that is, those exceed- j 
ing 500 miles—the parcels post rates will 
he higher than the express rates in effect 
now, which leads to the inferen.ce that 
Mr. Lano believes that for long distance* 
the express companies should be allowed 
to haul the packages.

contribution on the subjects, 'High Cost 
of Living' and The Back t<> the Farm 
Movement.' which throws more light on 
these much-discussed questions than all 
the investigations carried on by con- 
gress. Ho says: 


"The high cost of living is brought 


about mainly by the severe conditions of 
production and' the keen demand for 
what is produced. An over-production of 
cattle, hogs, sheep and poultry would 
quickly bring down the price of meats, 
notwithstanding the efforts of the pack- 
ers and the cold storage people. To raise 
live stock on high-priced land requires 
much labor, and the farmer who depends 
on hired labor is no longer a 'king of his 
own domain. 


"'The hired helpers of today, both in 


the home and in t'«? fields, demand an 
eight-hour day, and all d»y Sunday off, 
and in many cases a Saturday afternoon 
off. 
What is the stock farmer to do 


with his stock on Saturday afternoons 
and Sundays? Let them starvs! The 
ftnswcr is that he will eith«r hare to do 
the work himself or quit the Imsines?. 
and the hiotory of the past shows that 
he quit* the huKinoyf. 


"'Thi.t is tme not only in matter* of 


stock raising, but true »l»o ic *11 other 


departments of farming. 
"The bbof 


question on the farm ia at tho root of 
the high cost of living. 
Our farmers 


everywhere have experienced during the 
past harvest the greatest hardship in se- 
curing help that they ever. had. Why 
:hig condition! Ifany of our young peo- 
>le scorn to labor on the farm and. in 
act, prefer to be in idleness rather than 
>e employed in anything that is called 
work. They seem 'to despise labor, and 
have a hatred for it. 


!"Much of this attitude toward labor 


s brought about in the educational train- 
ing secured through our school system, 
30th private and public. Our rural chil- 
dren now complete their primary instruc- 
tions in the 'little red schol.house' at the 
conclusion of their eighth year of school 
work. They are 'graduates.' They are 
given a 'diploma.' Thia puts a feather in 
their hat, and if they wish to continue 
their education they must attend a high 
school to do so. 


These high schools arc usually lo- 


cated in villages, towns or cities, jjanr 
of the parents of these 'graduates/ in or- 
der to faciiitate the education of their 
children—so that they may evade ihe 
drudgery of labor and not be compelled 
to work 'a« hard as their parents had to 
do'—move to town where there is a 
high school, or send the children to bo.ird 
out during the four years of high school 
work. Here they become citified, as it 
were—forming habits not congenial to 
rural life, becoming 'street-walking but- 
terflies," 'show fiends,' 'cigarette fiends,' 
and often 'whisky fiends. ' 


"lluch of the instruction of the >-gh 


school of today is not practical; it deals 
with subjects long 'dead;' it is not pro- 
gressive, and it engenders in the student 
a contempt for labor. A high school pro- 
fessor not long ago, while addressing his 
class, said that lie felt proud that with 
.the instruction he had given them nono 
of them would be compelled to use the 
ax or the spade, since there was no dig- 
nity in such work. 


" TVhere would ih« great state of In- 


diana, or any sttte in our Union, be to- 
day had' it not been for the ax or the 
ipade! 
Statistics show that only a 


fraction over 3 per cent, of the rural 
children passing the high school course 
ever return to the farm. Thus farm la- 
borers become scarce, the products of tha
